RETAIL TRADE IN JULY

To save space the usual introductory paragraphs explain- 
ing the method of comparing these statistics * have been 
omitted. * 

The points to note in this connection are that corrections 
for differences in the number of selling days were necessary 
on only a few of the schedules for July; and that the 
statistics tend to be too favourable as a measure of total 
trade where firms have ceased to make returns after 
suffering from enemy action. The comparisons shown 
relate to the trade of firms making returns for both years. 


SALES 
COMPARISON WITH TWELVE Montus EARLIER 

July.—The money value of daily sales in July was 10:3 
per cent. lower than in 1940, All seven districts shared in the 
fall from last year, which was considerably larger in Central 
and West End London (21-8 per cent.) than elsewhere and 
greater in London than in the Provinces. Sales not allocated 
to any district consisted entirely of food and perishables in 
July, when they fell by 20-6 per cent. If the effect of rising 
prices is taken into account, the fall in volume of sales was 
everywhere substantial. July is normally the month for 
half-yearly clearance sales ; the extent of these was smaller 
than usual last year, but this year they were still further 
reduced owing to the greater difficulty of restocking. 

Daily sales of food and perishables, amounting to approxi- 
mately 63 per cent. of the total value, declined by 6-7 per 
cent. compared with July 1940; they were still above the 
level of July 1939 by about 44 per cent. in value, though 
the volume was of course reduced. The only area to show 
higher sales than in 1940 was Central and West End 
London (plus 3-8 per cent.) where sales were low last year 
and where the sample has various peculiarities. The district 
figures would have been even less favourable had the 
unallocated sales (which fell by 20-6 per cent.) been dis- 
tributed. 

The decrease in other merchandise (15-9 per cent.) was 
more than twice as great as that for food and perishables, 
and is in sharp contrast to the small decreases, or even 
increases, recorded in earlier months. 
explained away by any reference to the figures of last year, 
as sales in July 1940 were if anything rather low ; compared 
with July 1939 sales were down by about 17 per cent., even 
in value. The reduction, which is much greater than in 
earlier months, is doubtless largely due to the influence of 
clothes rationing (discussed below), but the absence of 
normal clearance sales and reduction in holidays may have 
upset the normal seasonal factors somewhat, so that com- 
parable declines may not be shown in later months. The 
fall was much greater in London than in the Provinces, 
even compared with 1940, and Scotland was the district 
least affected, being the only one with a fall of less than 10 
per cent. Scotland was also the only district to show an 
increase for more than one main category, but these increases 
were all small, and in general with very few exceptions 
every district showed a decrease for every category. For 
the country as a whole sales in every category were well 
below the corresponding figure for 1940, the decrease being 
over 20 per cent. for both piece-goods and women’s wear 
and less than 10 per cent. only for boots and shoes, fancy 
departments and miscellaneous and unallocated goods. 
The marked difference between the two sub-sections of 
piece-goods was, of course, largely due to the clothes 
rationing scheme which affects dress materials far more 
than it does household goods. The decline for boots and 
shoes was the first for eighteen months and was also 
presumably to be attributed to the clothes rationing scheme, 
since this is a category in which the difficulties on the supply 
side are relatively small. 

February-July.—Total sales for the first half of the 
trading year were 2-0 per cent. less than in the same period 
of 1940 and about 3 per cent. more than in the first half of 
1939. There were increases in the Provinces ranging from

1-6 per cent. in the South of England to 4-5 per cent. in 
Scotland, and decreases of 12-9 per cent. in Central and 
West End London and 10:1 per cent. in the Suburbs. 
Sales of food and perishables were lower on the whole by 
2-1 per cent., although allocated district sales showed 
increases everywhere except in Suburban London. The 
decline in other merchandise was slightly smaller (1-7 per 
cent.), but both London districts recorded a substantial 
fall (14-4 per cent. and 12-6 per cent.) for this division. A 
wide range of movement was reported for the separate 
categories, varying from a fall of 19-4 per cent. for furnishing 
departments to a rise of 13-0 per cent. for boots and shoes. 

Half-yearly (February-July) comparison of sales move- 
ments in the two main geographical divisions, viz., the 
London postal area and the rest of Great Britain, are 
shown for the principal -categories of merchandise in 
Table II on page 133. There was a fall of 11-1 per cent. in 
London and a rise of 2-4 per cent. in the rest of Great Britain. 
Decreases were recorded in London for all categories 
tabulated and varied from 2-7 per cent. for piece-goods to 
28-4 per cent. for furnishing departments. The rest of 
Great Britain showed substantial advances in piece-goods, 
boots and shoes and sports and travel goods, and decreases 
only in men’s and boys’ wear, hardware and furnishing 
departments, the last-named (15-8 per cent.) being the only 
considerable fall. The difference between the course of 
sales in the two geographical divisions was smaller for the 
half-year than for the first quarter, when sales declined by 
12-4 per cent. in London and rose by 5-6 per cent. in the 
rest of Great Britain.

Retail daily sales were lower for July than for June in 
every district, the fall for Great Britain being from 106 to 
101. The seasonal trend is usually upwards at this time 
of year.except in Scotland and the difference between 1941 
and earlier years is due to a variety of causes connected 
with the war, the chief of which are ‘probably the increased 
influence of clothes rationing and the reduced scale of the 
half-yearly clearance sales and of holiday buying. 

The sales of food and perishables tended to follow the 
normal seasonal pattern except in the South of England. 
The rise for Great Britain was from 106 to 110, which was 
smaller than that shown by the corresponding figures (110 
to 118) in 1940. This year the district fluctuations were 
not wide, the greatest increase being from 111 to 118 in the 
North West. 

Other merchandise stood at a much lower level in July (89) 
than in June (106). This fall was shared by all districts, 
being least in Central and West End London (12$ per cent.) 
and greatest in the South of England (314 per cent.). The 
normal seasonal tendency was upwards, and this reversal 
was essentially due to the quite unprecedented fall of 22 per 
cent. in the index for apparel, which was also shared by all 
districts. Household goods fell by one point only to 83, 
there being slight increases in Scotland and the North Kast 
and somewhat larger ones in the North West, the Midlands 
and Central and West End London. 

The Effect of Clothes Rationing.—The scope of the index 
number for apparel corresponds very closely with that of 
the goods subject to rationing, and it is therefore possible 
to estimate roughly the effect of the Order by comparing 
the index for June and July with the average for January 
to May, as representing conditions prior to rationing. Since 
purchases of apparel are subject to considerable seasonal 
variations, the following table also shows the same com- 
parison for each year since 1936. Figures for a single 
month are always rather unsatisfactory as a basis for any 
conclusion, so the final line gives the average for June and 
July as a percentage of the average for January to May.

It will be seen from the table that the value of sales in 
June and July was some 7 per cent. lower than in the 
months before rationing; allowing for the rise in prices, 
the volume of sales was probably down by 10 to 15/per cent. 
By contrast, the peace-time experience was that sales 
normally rose by somewhere about 15 or 20 per cent., the 
large increase in 1938 being associated with a late Whitsun. 
In war-time one must, of course, expect some disturbance 
of peace-time seasonal movements, so that the whole of 
the difference between these results cannot be attributed to 
rationing. Some seasonal rise in demand might well have 
been expected in the absence of rationing, however, as in 
the main seasonal factors have maintained their influence 
to a great extent except where there was some major 
reason for a change. The failure of the index to 
follow its ordinary course last year was at least partially 
due to the collapse of France, and should not be taken ag a 
guide to the war-time “ normal,” though the reduction in 
holiday purchases is likely to be a continuing factor. 


The absolute level of the apparel index for June and 
July is also significant, since it shows that the value of 
sales was appreciably below the monthly average for 1937. 
Allowing for withdrawals into the Forces, the average 
civilian was spending much about the same amount of 
money on clothing as in 1937, despite the rise in prices.

STOCKS * 


The value of reported stocks at the end of July was 
11-4 per cent. higher than a year ago and approximately 
62 per cent. higher than at the same date in 1939. In 
volume, however, stocks were probably little above the 
pre-war July level, which was low in comparison with 
other months. The two London districts showed decreases 
of 1-1 per cent. and 1:5 per cent.; in the Provinces the 
rise varied considerably ‘from 68 per cent. in the South of 
England to over 30 per cent. in the North East and the 
Midlands and South Wales. Stocks of food and perishables 
were 22:5 per cent. below the July 1940 level and about 
25 per cent. above that for July 1939. Other merchandise, 
however, was 17-1 per cent. higher this year than last and 
no less than 68 per cent. higher than two years ago. In 
considering this figure, it must always be remembered that 
the statistics of stocks are based on a much less representa- 
tive sample of shops than those of sales, and the absence of 
returns from firms which have suffered from enemy action 
also tends to make the figures unduly favourable. What 
is perhaps more significant than the actual percentage 
increases for any one month is the way these have risen 
since the introduction of clothes rationing. Compared 
with 1939 the percentage increases in 1941 in stocks in the 
items affected have been as follows :—

Forms of application may be obtained from the Import 
Licensing Department or from the offices of Collectors of 
Customs and Excise. The direction at the head of the. 
application form that it should be forwarded to the Import 
Licensing Department should be ignored. 


EXPORT CONTROL 


FINISHED STEEL FOR BRITISH COLONIAL 
TERRITORY UNDER SYMBOL B.T.5 


All Colonial commercial requirements of standardised 
Iron and Steel products (such as come within the scope of 
the First Schedule of the Control of Iron and Steel (No. 15) 
Order 1941), which are submitted to Colonial Governments 
for the purpose of obtaining a Colonial import licence will, 
if approved by the local authorities, be taken on Govern- 
ment account, and arrangements for supply will be made 
direct by the local Governments through the Colonial 
Supply Liaison in the United States. 

Provisional licences will continue to be issued in the 
Colonial territories for supplies of such specialised products 
as cannot be obtained in the United States. Examples of 
such products are :— 


(i) Repair parts for British locomotives, machinery, etc., 
now in use. i 

(ii) Special castings. 

(iii) British standard screws, nuts, bolts, etc., insofar as no 
alternative products from the United States may be 
suitable. 


Orders for these will, for the present, continue to be 
placed through commercial channels in the United Kingdom. 
Applications should be sent to the Colonial Office, White- 
hall, London, 8.W.1, and should quote the number of the 
Colonial Import Licence. Envelopes should be marked. 
“Tron and Steel Supplies.” If it is thought that supplies 
could in fact be obtained from the United States, the 
applicants will be informed of the steps they should take. 

Firms having outstanding orders for which Colonial 
Import Licences were granted before 1 September should 
submit their applications through the Colonial Office with 
as little delay as possible in accordance with the procedure 
at present ‘in force, for supply from the United States or 
the United Kingdom. 

These arrangements in no way affect the shipment of any 
orders already authorised by the Board of Trade. 


IRON, STEEL AND ALUMINIUM GOODS 


The Board of Trade have made the Export of Goods 
(Control) (No. 31) Order, 1941 (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1310, 
price 1d.), prohibiting as from 4 September the export, 
except under licence, of any of the following classes of 
goods :— 


Door and window frames and casements manufactured 
whoily or mainly of iron or steel (including alloy steel). 
The following articles manufactured wholly or mainly of 
aluminium or alloys thereof :— 
Containers. 
Fishing reels and fishing rods 
Knitting needles and knitting pins.

Knives, forks and spoons of a kind commonly used 
for domestic purposes. 
Rivets including tubular rivets. 

The Order also makes it clear that the existing prohibition 
on exports of aluminium hollow-ware refers to hollow-ware 
of a kind commonly used for domestic purposes manu- 
factured wholly or mainly of aluminium or alloys thereof. 


‘IDENTIFICATION MARK FOR «SPECIAL 
QUOTA” 


CLOTH AND CLOTHING 


Under the new Limitation of Supplies (Cloth and Apparel) 
Order, 1941 (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 30 
August 1941, page 117), specified cloths in the lower price 
ranges, of which details have already been given, may be 
sold on an increased quota basis and subject to price control. 
Manufacturers who supply this cloth out of the special 
increased quota must mark, with the official symbol 
illustrated below, each piece of cloth so supplied. Makers-up 
who make garments out of marked cloth must mark these 
garments with the same symbol.

The width of the label is 13”, the black horizontal lines are 1}” in 

length and depth of the label is 1’, in order to allow sufficient 

white space above top line and below the bottom line for sewing 
on to the cloth. 








The label may be woven or printed, but must conform to 
the design and measurements given above, and must be 
fixed in an easily visible place. The colour of the design 
is black and white. A transfer may be alternatively used 
on knitted goods where its use is more convenient; the 
design and size of the Mark must be adhered to, but the 
colour of the transfer may be varied. 

In the case of cloth sold under the special quota, manu- 
facturers will also be required to fix a tag as near as possible 
to the Mark, bearing the specification number of the cloth 
(this number will be given in the Schedule contained in 
the printed Order). 

For a few days, until supplies of woven or printed labels, 
or transfers, become available, manufacturers and makers- 
up may use whatever method of marking they choose, so 
long as they employ the official design. A direction will, 
however, shortly be issued making compulsory the use of 
the transfer or sewn-on label. 

The Mark is strictly controlled in its use and application 
by the provisions of the Order. It is not a registered Trade 
Mark, but the use of it must conform to the provisions of 
the Order, infringement of which will render the offender 
liable to prosecution. 

Label makers and hosiery transfer makers are recom- 
mended to get in touch with their customers in order to 
make ready to meet the demand for the very large quantity 
of labels which will be required. 


TRADING WITH THE ENEMY 
ADVICE TO SHIPPERS

RATIONING OF CLOTHING 
SMALL REPAIRS WITHOUT COUPONS 


Traders are relieved from the obligation of demanding a 
coupon when they carry out a repair for which they supply 
cloth up to the value of a quarter of a coupon, by a licence 
issued by the Board of Trade (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1280, 


price 1d.). 


MAKERS-UP OF WOMEN’S OUTSIZE GARMENTS 


Makers-up who specialise in the production of women’s 
outsize garments require more cloth than they obtain for 
the coupons they receive for the garments. The cloth they 
have over from any small size garments they may make 
may not be sufficient to meet this deficit. The Board are, 
therefore, prepared to consider issuing coupons to unregis- 
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tered makers-up who specialise in the production of the 
following outsize garments :— 

Women’s dresses, sizes over 44 inches hips. 

Women’s coats, sizes over 44 inches bust, 49 inches hips. 

Specialist makers-up whose production is entirely or 
almost entirely devoted to outsize garments and who want 
extra coupons should apply to the Board of Trade, Marsham 
Court, Bournemouth, stating the number of outsize coats 
and outsize dresses supplied by them in the month of 
August. 


SPECIAL VOUCHERS FOR KNITTING WOOL 
IN SERVICE SHADES 


Arrangements come into force from Monday, 1 September, 
by which persons knitting for relatives and friends in the 
Forces can obtain vouchers instead of coupons from the 
local branch of any one of the following organisations :— 

The British Legion. 

The British Legion (Women’s Section). 

The National Federation of Women’s Institutes. 

The Scottish Co-operative Women’s Guild. 

The Scottish Women’s Rural Institutes. 

The Ulster Gift Fund. 

The Women’s Co-operative Guild. 

The Women’s Guild of the Church of Scotland. 

The Women’s Voluntary Services for Civil Defence. 

These vouchers may be accepted by traders in lieu of 
coupons but the wool must of course be paid for by the 
purchaser in the ordinary way. The wool sold against 
these vouchers must be in one of the recognised Service 
colours but the vouchers may be used by the trader to 
obtain other types of rationed goods from his supplier.

MANUFACTURERS 


The Bedding Trade Coupon Committee are issuing coupons in 
respect of ticking for the period ending 30 September.

POSTPONEMENT OF DEFERRED DUTY ON SCREW

Goods imported from the United Kingdom are exempted from 
the licensing requirement under Open General Licence No. IT. 

Notification No. 91.—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
Rule 84 of the Defence of Burma Rules, the Governor prohibits 
the bringing into Burma by sea, land or air from any place out- 
side Burma of any goods of the description specified in ‘the 
Schedule hereto annexed, except the following, namely :— 

(i) any goods imported by Government for Defence purposes. 

(ii) any goods imported for transhipment or in transit to any 

country outside Burma or in bond. 

(iii) any goods covered by an open general licence issued by 

the Governor. 

(iv) any goods covered by a special licence, permit or exemp- 

tion order issued by the Import Trade Controller. 

Provided that nothing in these exceptions shall prejudice the 
application to any goods of any other prohibition or regulation 
affecting the import of goods that may be in force at the time 
when such goods are imported. 

2. This Notification, except in the case of goods the import 
of which without a licence has already been prohibited under 
this Department’s Notification * No. 79, dated 6 June 1940 as 
subsequently amended, will not apply to goods which have been 
despatched on through consignment to Burma before 31 May 
1941. 

3. This Department’s Notification * No. 79, dated 6 June 
1940, as subsequently amended, is hereby supersded. 

Notre.—Exception (ii) does not cover goods imported in transit 
but subsequently cleared for home consumption.

IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of a Jamaican 
Government notice to the Press, dated 7 July, embodying the 
Import Restriction Order, 1941, which rescinds the order dated 
11 September 1940 (see notice in the “ Board of Trade Journal ” 
of 26 December 1940, page 394) and is reproduced below. 

It is desired to draw the attention of exporters in this country 
to the provision of Clause 3 of the Order that an import licence 
must be obtained by the importer before the goods are shipped. 
Any goods shipped to Jamaica before an import licence has been 
granted will be deemed by the Customs Authorities to be 
prohibited goods. 


Tue Import RESTRICTION ORDER, 1941 


1. This order may be cited as “‘ The Import Restriction Order, 
1941,” and shall come into operation on the date hereof. 
2. In this Order— 

“Import” means to bring or cause to be brought into 
Jamaica or within the territorial waters thereof ; 

““ Importer” includes every person possessed of, or bene- 
ficially interested in, any article between the time when 
such article is brought within the territorial waters of 
Jamaica and the time when such article is delivered 
from the custody of the Customs Authorities ; 

“Licensing authority’? means the authority empowered 
under paragraph 5 of this Order to grant any licence. 

3. From and after the coming into operation of this Order, 
except as otherwise provided in paragraph 4 of this Order, no 
person shall agree to purchase abroad or shall import any article 
except in accordance with the terms of a licence granted by the 
appropriate Licensing Authority for the purpose of this Order.

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4. The provisions of this Order shall not apply to any article 
imported by Parcel Post from the United Kingdom, of a cif 
value of Ten pounds (£10) or less, except any article containing 
or consisting of a foodstuff or beverage. 

5. (1) The Licensing Authority for the purposes of the import 
by post of any book, magazine or other publication, shall be the 
Jamaica Defence (Finance) Board. 

(2) The Licensing Authority for the import otherwise than by 
post of any article specified in sub-paragraph (1) of this para. 
graph, and for the import, whether by post or otherwise, of any 
other article shall be the Competent Authority for the purposes 
of Regulation 50 of the Jamaica Defence Regulation 1940. 

6. (1) Every application to a Licensing Authority for a licence 
to import any article shail be in such form and accompanied by 
such particulars as the Licensing Authority may from time to 
time require. 

(2) The Licensing Authority may in its absolute discretion 
grant or refuse any licence or attach any terms or conditions to 
the grant of any licence. 

7. Any article imported into the Colony contrary to the 
provisions of this Order shall be deemed to be prohibited goods 
within the meaning of the Customs Consolidation Law, 
Chapter 176. 

8. Where any article shall be proved to have been imported 
otherwise than under a licence granted in that behalf, such 
article shall be deemed to have been imported by the consignee 
thereof in contravention of this Order until the contrary be 
proved. 

9. The Order numbered 136 dated 11 September 1940, 
and published in the Jamaica Gazette on 13 September 
1940, is hereby rescinded.

SOUTHERN RHODESIA 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS ON COTTON AND WOOL 
PIECE-GOODS 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of Government 
Notice No. 319, dated 11 July, published in the “Government 
Gazette ” of the same date, which contains the following regula- 
tions relating to the importation into Southern Rhodesia of 
piece goods of cotton or wool or piece goods containing cotton 
or wool. 

“1, These regulations may be cited as the Import of 
Piece Goods (Prohibition) Regulations, 1941.

“2. No person shall import into the Colony piece goods

(Chapter 136), as amended and shall be forfeited.” 

Government Notice No. 166 of 1940 regarding the Import of 
Piece Goods (Prohibition) Regulations, 1940 (see “ Board of 
Trade Journal” of 2 May, 1940, page 457) is repealed.

TURKEY 
IMPORT REGULATIONS 

With reference to the notice under the heading ‘“‘ Removal of 
Import Restrictions ’”’ published in the “‘ Board of Trade Journal ” 
of 29 July 1937 (page 170), H.M. Representative in Angora has 
forwarded a translation (in French) of a new Decree, No. 2/15843. 
This decree unifies all previous and existing decrees and _notifica- 
tions dealing with the import and export régime and establishes 
a new system with regard to imports. 

According to the new decree imports may take place freely 
from all countries which have signed a commercial and payments 
agreement with Turkey within the limits of Turkish legislation 
and of agreements. 
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Commercial exchanges with countries which have not signed 
such agreements have to be effected by private compensation 
(takas) or against free exchange. 

Countries which (a) enforce special restrictions likely to affect 


trade with Turkey, or (b) default on their commercial agreements, * 


will be subject to special measures governing their trade with 
Turkey. These measures will be decided upon by the Turkish 
Ministry of Commerce on the advice of a special committee. 
The Ministry of Commerce, on the advice of this committee is 
empowered to subject to licence imports into ‘Turkey from such 
countries. 

Private compensation transaction with the countries which 
have signed a commercial and payments agreement with Turkey, 
will be effected by the Central Bank of ‘Turkey and those with 
countries which have not signed such agreements by the Takas, 
Ltd., Sirketi. Regulations governing private compensation deals 
will be laid down by the Ministry of Commerce. 

In respect of the free exchange which accrues from export and 
trading operations with countries bound or not bound by any 
commercial or payments agreement, and which is bought or sold 
by the Central Bank of Turkey, Takas, Ltd., Sirketi, is autho- 
rised to apply premiums which are to be fixed by the special 
committee referred to in para. 4. The free exchange thus made 
available, as well as any balance of free exchange remaining after 
the settlement in accordance with agreements, will be used to 
pay for imports from countries not having a commercial or 
payments agreement with Turkey, as well as for commercial 
services, and to cover other free exchange requirements in con- 
nection with trade with such countries. 

H.M. Representative in Angora has also forwarded a transla- 
tion (in French) of Circular No. 20 of 26 June issued by the 
Turkish Ministry of Commerce summarising existing regulations 
as to the financing of imports which have to be paid for in 
sterling, U.S.A. dollars or free exchange. 

A list of selected imports from countries in the sterling area 
for which sterling credits may be opened at the discretion of the 
Ministry of Commerce, Angora, is appended to Circular 
No. 20 (see below). ‘This list may be extended after 
study of recommendations made by official purchasing depart- 
ments.
